Don Hackl, Vicki Behm and I 
attended the 1980 Grassroots con- 
vention January 28 through January 
31 in Washington, D. C. As a re- 
sult a number of decisions were 
made which affect the Chicago 
Chapter. 


l. Meeting of Large Components 


(Chapters with memberships over 
500): On March 23 the first large 
component chapter meeting endorsed 
by the National AIA (NAIA) will be 
held in Chicago. The purpose of 
this meeting is to examine methods 
of better coordinating activities 
of the large component and NAIA. 
Dave Meeker, FAIA, Executive Di- 
rector of the AIA, will attend the 
meeting. All large chapters have 
been asked to submit comments to a 
meeting agenda. The three main 
categories are: political action, 
public relations and communica- 
tions. Another meeting has been 
scheduled for the National Conven- 
tion in May. 

2. Resolution A-1: Resolution 
A-1, adopted at the Cincinnati 
Convention, called for the NAIA 
Board of Directors to give first 
priority to the principles and 
purposes of the Institute, as well 
as the role of the chapters. Tom 
Eyerman, FAIA, Skidmore, Owings & 
Merrill, will examine this resolu- 
tion; all AIA members are welcome 
to comment or make suggestions. 
Deadline for comments to NAIA is 
April 1, 1981. 

3. Proposed Resolutions: Don 
Hackl has agreed to review the 
proposed resolutions that will 
come before the 1981 Convention. 
In past years the Chapter has been 
responsible for resolutions, such 
as the 1980 associate member 
amendment. 


In the next few months, through 
the large component meeting sche-

participation in responding to 
california's Resolution A-1, the 
chicago Chapter can take a strong 
role in planning the future direc- 
tion of the Institute.

CCAIA NORTHWESTERN POSITION 

Richard Cook, President of the 
Chicago Chapter, presented the 
following statement to the Comis- 
sion on Chicago Historical and 
Architectural Landmarks on Friday, 
February 13 at City Hall. 

"The Board of Directors of the 
Chicago Chapter, American Insti- 
tute of Architects, supports by 
majority vote, the following: 

A. The Chicago and Northwestern 

Railway Station complex posses- 

ses significant architectural 

and historical values. 


B. The Chicago and Northwestern 
Railway Station is worthy of 
designation as a Chicago 
Landmark. 


C. The Commission on Chicago 
Historical and Architectural 
Landmarks should take positive 
action on the designation of 
this station as a Chicago 
Landmark." 

John Craib-Cox and members of 
the Historic Resources Committee 
researched and drafted the state- 
ment. The terminal, located at 
900 W. Madison Street was designed 
by Frost and Granger and was com- 
pleted in 1911.

Management. 

6. Any material change in the 
operations from what was shown on 
the application. 

7. Entering into a contract 
which possibly extends coverage to 
another party. 

8. Retaining a percentage of 
ownership of a project in lieu of 
a fee. In this case, unless the 
policy is specifically endorsed, 
it would normally exclude claims 
by the other owners against the 
Insured.
